We wonder if it wouldn’t be practical to create a 
building committee composed of all members of the 
school committee plus the five competent advisors already 

familiar with the whole project. It seems to us that the 

appointment of a new committee — with some of its mem- 
bers unfamiliar with the planning — could impede progress 
to a certain extent.

We should call attention to the fine work done here each 
summer by the playground and Pomp’s pond personnel. 
While some may say the men and women thus employed 
are being paid for their labor — we think they deserve a 
little extra pat on the back for their work. Certainly the 
youngsters who take part in the playground and swimming 
activities will want to say thanks, for their summer might 
well be a long series of uninteresting events if it weren’t 
for the activities provided at the recreational areas. The 
folks responsible at the actual grounds do a good job in

A joint meeting of town offic- 
ials, scheduled for September, 
‘will be asked to consider the 
plight of Post Office ave. 

The Planning board referred the 
problem to that joint meeting, 
after receiving a petition asking 
that the avenue be accepted by 
the town. The selectmen first re- 
ceived the petition but said it 
properly belonged with the plan- 
ning board, 

The board said a recent select- 
men’s statement to the effect that 
the planning agency could waive 
rules on street widths and condi- 
tions was technically in error — 
that the board can indicate that 
it will not insist that conditions 
and widths be adhered to minutely.
